It  was  while  fit.  George  was  out  in 
aearch  of  adventure  that  he  came 
upon  tho  Princeas  of  Alexandria 
awalilnK  her  death.  The  lady  waa 
tryhiK  bitterly,  and  the  hero,  Bt. 
(Jeoi  jfe,  asked  the  cauee  of  her  grl»f 
The  Princeas  told  of  her  plight,  at 
the  same  ttRfia'ttrlrta*  the  hato  to  no 
away  lose  ha  porlsh  also.  Just  aa  the 
I'rlnceBB-had  dried  her  tears  en  the 
ahoulder  of  St.  Georgo  the  dragon 
heralded  his  arrival  hy  roaring  in  a 
voice  like  thunder. 

Ht.  (Jeorife.  placing  the  l.idy  to  ,ine 
side,  hantity  making  the  Kifrri  of  the 
Croaa,  mounted  his  horse  and  ad- 
van<  eii  upon  the  dreaded  foe. 

The  hero  smote  tha  monster  with 
his  spear,  which  was  broken  Into  a 

thousand  splinters.  A  stroke,  in  re- 
turn, from  the  monster's  tall  threw 
rider  and  horso  lo  ih<«  enrth  and 
liroke  two  of  tho  saint's  ribs. 

GiToa  Doadlr  Stroke 
The  battle  would  have  gone  hard 
with  St.  George  hatf  he  not  struck 
the  dragon  witk  his  sword  under  Its 
wing  as  it  was  in  the  very  act  of 
pouncing  upon  the  hero.  The  deadly 
atroke  under  the  wing  was  not  Im- 
tncdlutely  faUl,  but  It  x\  «a  quite 
•"nousrh  to  make  tho  inonster  snarl  out 
a  request  for  pity. 

St.  cieorge  granted  the  dragon 
(uenty-four  hours'  respite.  He  than 
bade  the  Prlneass  Uke  his  girdle  and 
bind  It  about  the  dragon's  neck  This 
she  did,  when  the  monster  followed 
her  like  a  lamb.  Rio  led  him  Into 
the  city,  and  when  thO  poopio  tmiW  It 
they  fled  In  terror. 

Ht.  George  assured  them  that  there 
was  no  danger,  and  promise^,  if  they 
would  embrace  Christianity,  he  would 
slay  the  dragon  before  thflr  eyes.  The 
dratPn  was  ^In,  and  the  rein  of  ter- 
ror was  over.  The  King  of  Alexandria 
at  once  erected  a  church  dedicated  to 
the  Virgin  and  St.  George,  a  fo>jn- 
taln  of  clear  water  Is  said  to  have 
Hprung  up  near  hy  the  church.  In 
whose  waters  the  sick  were  Itsaled.

Could  V.  V  afford  to  let  probable  cauaea 
of  ronfUct  With  Franoo  and  Ruaela  re-, 
main  witBoat  any  attempt  to  remove 
them? 

"Some  eaeh  aueetlona,  I  auppoae, 
muet  have  become  argent  In  the 
thought  of  Britlah  mlnlatera  of  the 
day.  Two  things,  at  any  rate,  they 
did  that  were  more  definite  and  poal- 
tivf>  :,<tH  of  policy  than  unythlng 
that  Hriiisii  CJovcrnment.t  had  done 
for  a  lonK  tune. 

"The  tir.st  waa  the  Anf lo-Japaaeee 
Alliance,  made  in  IftOt;  the  Other  waa 
the  agraemaat  wUll  naa«|  t«  If  M. 

"It  la  ialM^astliw  ta  ■is>rin  that 
theea  two  etepa  were  apparently  not 
parte  af  one  aettled  policy.  Each  waa 
like  a  flrat  atep  in  a  different  policy. 
France  and  Ruaala  were  alllea.  Pro- 
tection ugalnat  their  Joint  fleeto  waa 
our  ntnndard. 

■There  were  two  alternative  poUclea 
or  ways  hy  which  we  might  endeavor 
to  Kii'irii  iiirainHt  cauaea  Of  conflict — 
one  waa  to  make  an  ^lllwa^a  with 
(mother  power  for  protasUaa  agalMt 
France  or  Ruaala.  the  other  waa  by 
friendly  neeotlaUoa  with  tbeae  powera 
to  amooth  aaray  and  remove  poaalble 
caueea  of  conflict.  The  Anglo-Japan- 
eae  Alliance  waa  a  step  In  the  died  ion 
of  the  flrat  policy,  the  Anglo-French 
Agreement  waa  a  Step  la  the  direction 
of  the  aecond. 

Aaclo>Aip  Taet  Natacal 

"The  explanation  of  the  A  nglo- 
Japaneae  Alliance  la  almple  enough. 
The  fact  and  clrcumatancen  of  the 
Ituaatan  occupation  of  F'ort  Arthur 
had  made  It  appear  that  the  most 
probable  <  lujse  of  conflict  with  Ruaala 
was  In  the  Far  Kast. 

In  the  aeventlaa  ot  laat  century 
the  danger  point  had  aeemed  to  be 
Conataatlnople  and  the  Near  Baat. 
tilnca  than  Riiseia  had  drop»ea  the 
policy  ot  pushing  agalnat  Turkey,  and 
Turkey  was  vow  fortified  by  German 
frlendahip  and  the  Increa.slng  com- 
mercial atake  that  Germany  was  ac- 
quiring In  Asia  Minor. 

"Then  In  the  elghtlee  there  had 
continued  the  encurslona  and  alarms 
about  Itus.Mian  advam-ea  towarda  the 
Indian  frontier.  These  had  died  down 
or  evaporated  on  the  great  altitudes 
or  In  the  deserts  of  Asia. 

"It  was  In  the  Far  East  that'  Russia 
seemed  now  to  be  concentrating.  Title 
waa  a  menace  more  serious  to  Japan 
than  to  ua;  the  recollection  of  the 
diplomatic  coerrlon  (.f  .lapan  In  1895 
by  Ruaala.  (Jrrmany  nnd  Krani-e.  uo'l 
of  British  refusal  to  Join  In  that  coer- 
cion, made  the  Anglo-Japanese  Alli- 
ance an  rasf.  aHMSt  flBT  SB»ISa» 
transaction. 

"It  waa,  however,  with  France  that 
,  the  moat  vital  points  of  dlfpute  were 
likely  to  occur:  It  was  betataen  Brit- 
ain and  Prance  that  a  storm  might 
most  suddenly  arlae  and  be  so  violent 
as  to  sweep  the  two  countrlee  into 
war  with  each  other.  The  counter- 
part to  the  Anglo- Japanese  Alliance 
would  have  been  an  alliance  with 
Germany  .^Riiln><t  I'Vance. 

Chanshrrlain  Was  BarooMKcr 

"But  the  opportunity  for  that  had 
paaaed  when  Mr.  * 'hamberlaln  made 
his  overture.  It  Is  Interesting  to  oh 
Horve  liow  Inevitably  one  <«jmes  in 
this  period  to  <|uote  Mr.  Chamberlain 
to  Illustrate  tendenclea  in  foreign 
policy.  It  waa  he  who  spoke  the 
strong  word  about  the  Russian  oc- 
cupation of  Port  Arthur;  it  was  he 
who  advocated  a  Oerman  alllanee;  it 
waa  la  hla  passsga  of  arma  with  the 
Oerman  Chancellor  that  frletion  with 
Germany  over  the  Houth  African  War 
found  expression.  It  la  as  If  he  had 
been  the  most  sensitive  barometer  by 
which  to  read  tendenclea  In  foreign 
policy.  The  time  when  it  had  pointed 
to  "set  fair'  In  the  Anglo-German  re 
Intlons  had  gone  by. 

"The  Government  of  Mr.  Balfour, 
who  had  aucceeded  Lord  galiabury  as 
I 'rime  MIniater,  adopted  with  Francs 
the  policy  ot  ah  tmdaretandUig  that 
should  remove  canses  of  dtspute  by 
mutual  goodwill  and  agreement. 

"Lord  Lanedowne  and  M.  Delcasae 
were  the  Secretariee  for  Foreign 
Affairs  In  Ix>ndon  and  I'aria  respec- 
tively, and  I  imagine  that  the  ground 
must  have  been  prepared  by  long  and 
patient  work  In  which  M.  Cambon, 
the  French  Ambaasador  in  London, 
no  doubt  took  great  part. 

"Egypt    was   the   perpetiMt  aare 


Objection  to  Britlah  occupa- 
tion of  Kgypt  had  for  long  been  a  car-

dinal  principle  of  I'rench  policy  and 
oplnloii  It  could  not  be  easy  to  make 
an  agreement  on  thia  point  that 
would  be  acceptable  to  France. 

"In  a  ooontry  like  Egypt,  where 
foreign  aatlena  have  extra  territorial 
righta.  It  is  not  enough  that  they 
should  ceasa  to  object  to  our  pres- 
ence; active  BUpport  l.s  required  for 
aome  essentia]  problems  of  govern- 
ment. HUf-u  HH  taxation  and  the  ad- 
ministration of  Justice. 

"To  make  our  posiuon  satlalactory 
we  needed  French  Mupport,  hot  mere- 
ly the  assurance  that  there  would  bo 
no  French  obstruction.  Otherwise 
causes  of  friction  would  continue,  and 
we  should  remain  as  dependent  as  be- 
fore upon  the  triple  nlllance.  that  is 
to  aay,  upon  German  support.  I^veii- 
tually  an  agreement  was  made  of 
which  the  salient  point  was  that 
France  would  give  diplonsatlo  aup- 
port  to  ua  in  Bgypt  and  we  would  give 
the  same  to  her  In  Morocco. 

"On  the  face  at  the  agreement  with 
Krance  there  was  nothing  more  than 
a  dealre  to  leroove  cauaea  of  dlapute 
between  two  nations,  to  make  up  old 
quarrels,  to  become  frienda.  It  was 
all  made  public,  except  a  clause  or 
two  of  no  importanoe,  which  were 
not  publlahad  at  the  itime.  owing  to 
regard,  as  I  suppose,  for  the  suscep- 
tibilities of  the  HiilUn  of  Morocco; 
even  these  were  pui»llshed  a  few  yeara 
later. 

"Waa  It  In  the  nilnda  of  those  who 
made  the  almple  straightforward 
agreement  for  settling  preaent  dlffer- 
encea  that  It  would  develop  Into 
something  more,  into  what  waa  called 
the  entente  cordlale— a  ganaral  dlplo 
matic  alllanoe  arith  na  new  ohllga 
tiona.  but  with  praparationa  for  the 
oontlageaey  of  a  German  attack  on 
Prance?  Was  this  in  the  minds  of 
the  men  In  L/ondon  and  I'arln.  when 
they  were  making  the  agreement? 
Or  was  this  development  of  the  en 
tente  brought  about  aolely  by  the 
efforts  of  Germany  to  shake  or  break 
the  agreement  after  It  waa  made? 
Daam  off  If  aw  Bra 
"I  cannot  say.  There  la  In  great 
affaire  so  much  more  aa  a  rule  In  the 
minds  of  the  eventa  (if  such  an  ex 
presslon  may  be  used)  than 'in  the 
minds  of  the  chief  actors, 

"I  remember*  very  well  what  my 
own  feeling  was  when  I  read  the 
agreement.  It  was  a  feeling  of  simple 
pleaaure  and  relief.  I  saw  all  that 
had  been  moot  disagreeable  in  my 
ezparlenee  at  the  foreign  oiflce  from 
1892-95  swept  away.  We  should  no 
loni|^T?T)e  dependent  on  (Jerman  eup- 
j>ort  In  Bgypt,  with  all  the  dlacomfort 
that  thia  dependence  had  entailed. 
I  had  no  dealre  to  thwart  German  in- 
terests, but  we  should  now  ha  able 
to  negotiate  with  Oarmany  wtthout 
the  handicap  of  the  Bfyptlaa  noose 
around  our  necks. 

'That  waa  a  welcome  relief:  but 
that  appeared  to  me  an  Incidental 
and  not  the  main  advantage  of  the 
agreement — a  by-product,  and  not 
the  chief  matter. 

"The  real  cause  for  satisfaction  was 
that  the  exasperating  friction  with 
Krance  was  to  end,  the  menace  of 
war  with  France  had  dteappeared. 
The  gloomy  ctouda  were  gone,  the  sky 
waa  clear  and  the  aun  ahone  warmly. 
Ill  will,  dislike,  hate,  whether  the 
object  ,if  them  be  a  person  or  a  na- 
tion .(r.  .1  perpetual  dlacomfort;  they 
come  between  ua  and  all  that  is 
beautiful  and  happy.  They  put  out 
the  sun. 

"If  the  object  be  a  nation  with 
whom  our  interests  are  in  contact 
they  poison  the  atmosphere  of  Inter- 
national affairs.  This  had  t.coii  so 
between  Britain  and  France.'  The 
writing  of  the  press  on  each  side  of 
the  Channel  had  bee«i  a  conatant 
source  of  annoyance  and  Wrath.  That 
was  all  to  be  changed;  it  waa  to  be- 
come peaitlvaly  pleasant 

GeraMUiy  Boon  Oct  Busy 
"To  see  what  is  pleasant,  where 
we  have  aeen  before  only  What  was 
repellant;  to  underatand  aad  to  be 
understood  where  before  there  fiad 
bee«  mierepraaentatlen  and  misoon- 
■truetlon.  to  be  friende  instead  of 
enemlee.  this  when  it  happens  Is  one 
of  the  great  pleasures  of  life.  That 
waa  enough  for  me  at  the  time:  I  felt 
ns  If  there  were  some  t>enlgn  Influ- 
ence abroad.  and  In  that  spirit  I 
spoke  In  welcome  of  the  agreement 
In  the  Mouse  of  Commons. 

"It  was.  Indeed,  obvious  that  Oar- 
many would  not  like  the  agvaoment. 
Bho  had  profited  by  the  eonaiaat  die- 
eenelons  between  Brluin  and  Praaee. 
Was  It  not  said  that  after  117ft  Bis- 
marck had  deliberately  encouraged 
French  expansion  In  Africa,  foresee- 
ing that  this  would  keep  Britain  and 
France  occupied  with  each  other? 

"But  really  good  relations  with 
Germany  could  not  bs  founded  on  bad 
relations  with  Fraacc;  I  saw  no 
reason  why  we  should  be  hoetllo  to 
German  Intereeta.  where  Oarasany 
was  expanding,  aad.  If  we  arera  not. 
Why  ahould  the  agreement  with 
France  mean  bad  reUitions  with  Ger- 
many? in  British  minds,  certainly 
In  my  own,  the  Anglo-French  agree- 
ment was  not  regarded  aa  mora  than 
I  have  dencrlhed  It. 

"It  was  the  auheequeat  attempta  of 
Germany  to  shake  or  break  it  that 
turned  it  Into  an  entente.  Theae  at- 
tempts were  not  long  In  coming. 
VVmcIH  Against  PrtUfctlon 
"For  me  personally  Ihese  years  of 
opposition  were  a  time  of  happy  de- 
tachment. I  could  lake  aa  much  or 
as  Httl*  shsre  in  puhUe  life  as  I  fsit 
moved  to  do. 

"I  could  expreas  'bidtvidusl  views 
aad  did  ao.  aometlmaa  dinartng  from 
the  majority  of  the  IJberal  party.  Ift 
this  waa  reoented  la  the  Mbersl  party 
my  reyly  waa  that  I  had  no  dMire 
for  aniem  and  that  If  my  const ituenin 
did  not  approve  rnv  \|''wii  |  « sn 
ready  «nd  Mhoiild  nen  be  plenaed  to

"Then  In  I  SOS  <  ame  the  fiscal  <  on- 
troversy.  on  vvhUh  I  felt  stirred  to 
lake  an  earnest  part  against  what 
aeemed  to  nie  the  fallacies  and  danger 
of  protection.  Thin  biought  me 
thoroughly  into  line  with  the  Liberal 
party,  and  it  waa  tmponelhle  to  have 
clear  viowa  on  a  aaeatlon  eo  vital  aa 
the  flaoal  ooatrovaray  arlthout  being 
drawn  to  take  a  more  suatalned  and 
active  part  in  pollUos  than  I  had  in- 
tended or  wished.  For  in  this  period 
there  had  opened  the  prospect  of 
lother  sort  of  life  much  more  <  i>n- 
itdnlal  to  ray  wife  and  to  me  than 
politics  and  London. 

Joined  Board  of  Railway 
"In  1898  I  had  been  elected  to  the 
board  of  the  Northeaetem  Hallway 
Company.  In  mileage  and  btosh  re- 
ceipts and  In  financial  strr-iiKilh  <  ooi- 
blned  the  Northeaatern  ranked 
amongst  the  four  greatest  British 
railways.  The  work  was  intereatlng; 
the  condlttone  nnder  which  it  wap 
done  were  axeeodiagly  plaaaant'i^id 
congenUd. 

"The  fall  board  consisted  of  twenty 
members:  twice  a  month  they  assem- 
bled, generally  at  York,  on  a  Thurs- 
day, anrl  remained  till  after  the  boanl 
ineetlns:  on  Friday,  working  in  <-oni- 
mlttees  on  Thursday  and  spending  the 
evening  together.  In  thl-  way  they 
got  to  know  each  other  well,  and 
for  all  the  time  they  were  at  York 
they  were  in  the  atmoaphere  of  the 
buslnees  of  the  railway. 

"The  board  included  some  of  the 
ablest 'apd  most     experienced  and 
soundest    men     of    business    In  the 
country:    the    meetlnKs    were  always 
IntSrfSting  as  well   as  |)leaHniil  The 
railway  was  a  great  separate  organ- 
ization,    playing  a  great    part  and 
spending  large  capiul  in  the  develop- 
ment  of  the   prosperous  industrial 
area  of  the    northeaat    of  Bnglaad 
from  tho.ihimber  to  the  Tweed,  on 
whieh  our  whole  interest  and  atten- 
tion were  concentrated.     Only  twice 
la  the  year  did  the  railway  buslneee 
take  me  to  Londtm;  the  other  meet- 
ings were  all  at  York  or  Newcastle. 
Pleasaac  Vlata  Opened  Up 
••The    northeastern    Railway  no 
longer  exists  aa  a  separate  Institution, 
and  many  things  have  changed  since 
those  easier  and  simpler  days.    In  1898 
Kir  Matthew  Ridley  waa  Home  Secre- 
tary, and  yet  retained  a  seat  on  the 
board  and  attended  our  meetings,  and 
hla  doing  so  was  taken  as  a  matter  of 
couree;  he  himself  was  ths  last  per- 
son to  do  anything  that- berdered  on 
inconvenience  or  impropriety.    But  it 
would  be  out  of  yie  question  for  a 
Home  SecreUry  to  elt  on  a  railway 
board  today. 

"In  1902,  not  long  after  his  retire- 
ment from  the  Government,  Lord 
Hidley  (as  ho  had  then  be*n  made) 
became  chairman  of  the  Northeastern 
Railway.  He  died  suddenly  in  1104 — 
a  great  loss  to  our  dlstrlot.  tor  he  was 
a  man  of  ability,  whom  everyone 
truatad. 

"1  waft  chosen  to  succeed  him.  Tfte 
year  lt05  waa  one  of  the  happiest  of 
niy  life;  the  work  of  chairman  of  the 
railway  waa  agi^eeable  and  intereat- 
lng, but  It  left  In  those  days  plenty 
of  leisure  I'here  were  njany  daya 
spent  at  home.  In  the  Itchen  Valley 
or  in  Scotland. 

"If  only  I  oould  be  free  altogether 
from  politics  thera  was  ths  prospect 
of  permanent  and  Interesting  work 
with  Income  sufTlclent  for  all  we 
needed,  and  n  iiiore  consiant  home 
and  country  life  than  we  had  yet  en- 
Joyed.  Life.  whi.  h  had  been  very 
pleasant  since  1S95,  promised  to  be- 
come more  pleasant  and  settled  gtlll. 
It  was  not  to  be."

BMTAIN't  FINANCS8 

Britain's  financial  year  which  ended 
un  March  31  last  ahowed  a  aurplus 
of  revenue  amounting  to  £3,6SMM. 
ThIa  surplus  brings  the  total  surpluses 
since  1919-1020  up  to  nearly 
£430,000,000,  which  has  been  applied 
to  redemption  of  debt.  Owing  to  the 
reduction  In  the  size  of  the  Budget 
the  period  of  large  surpluses  ia  prob- 
ably at  an  end.  The  total  revenue 
for  1924  1925  was  £799,435,595.  The 
expenditure  was  £795,776,711.  The 
chief  canao  of  the  radvction  in  rev- 
enue was  a  decrease  of  over 
£33.000,000  in  Customa  and  Excise, 
dne  to  the  remiaaiona  of  taxation 
made  a  ye.ir  ago.  The  floating  debt 
of  the  country  has  undergone  a 
fnrtbcr  rednctlon  ddring  the  year  of 
£32.280,500,  the  total  now  bemg 
£741,195,000,  of  which  £575,610,000 
ia  in  Treasury  BiHa  and  the  balance 
in  advances  by  Public  Departments. 
Thc«c  fi((ures,  made  available  to  the 
British  public  on  April  1,  afford  an 
illustration  of  the  up-to-date  manner 
in  which  the  Covernmenf  Ree^s  them 
infonmed  of  their  financial  affatrsr 

RAILWAY  ■COMOmCt 

Sir  William  Acwortb.  the  great 
niMllorily  on  railway  economics  who 
di^d  early  thia  month  will  be  remtm- 
bcred  in  this  Dominion  for  the  ser- 
vices he  rendered  in  1916  when  he 
was  invited  to  advise  the  Canadian 
Government  on  its  future  railway 
policj.

These  little  wars,  which  would  be 
great  wars  and  of  world-wide  Im- 
portance if  tbay  were  in  progress 
anywhere  else,  are  local  in  their  sig- 
nificance. They  have  only  an  in- 
direct bearing  on  the  fortunes  of  the 
Central  Government  That  they 
should  be  in  prograta,  however,  and 
that  Httle  or  aotbtoff  ahould  have 
been  heard  of  them  by  the  people  of 
enlightened  countries  which  are  con- 
stantly  cbnaiderlnff  the  problem  of 
the  yellow  race,  and  at  the  same  time 
advocating  waya  and  means  to  build 
up  a  growing  trade  witb  that  race,  ts 
a  strange  commentary  on  the  lack 
of  correlation  of  knowledfe  on  worW 
affairs  that  exists.

To 
aak  a  Government — any  Government 
—to  cure  unemployment  is  like  aak- 
ing  a  child  to  lift  a  ton  weight.  It 
is  entirely  and  altogether  beyond  its 
power.  Governments  were  never 
made  for  that  kind  of  job.  A  tyrant 
might  do  it.  a  dicUtor,  given  brains 
enough,  could.  But  a  Government 
formed  out  of  a  political  party— a 
groxtp  of  people  all  shouting  to- 
gether, all  sliouting  their  loudest,  and 
all  shouting  something  different — the 
thing  ia  abaurd."

However,  the  Mother  Country  has 
endured  the  travail  of  thb  birth  of  the 
Labor  Party  and  has  recovered  from 
the  effects  of  the  experiment  with  a 
Labor  Governtnent  There  ia  a  stable 
government  in  power  for  the  time 
being.

Great  Britain,  as  the  chief  business 
nation  in  the  world,  has  felt  the  effect 
of  this  dislocation  more  than  any  other 
nation.  She  is  confronted  with  a  new 
competitor  in  business  on  this  side  of 
the  Atlantic  and  with  several  com- 
petitors in  bvaineaa  on  the  other  side 
of  '  an  The  war  did  not  affect 
the  buaiucsa  of  the  United  States  ex- 
cept in  a  beneficial  aaoaa.  Tha  atfier 
nations  in  which  business  was  sus- 
pended during  the  war  have  settled 
down  to  business  more  readily  than 
Britain.  There  are  no  labor  troubles 
in  France,  Germany  or  Italy.  Although 
indottry  in  general  in  Britain  lan- 
guishes, the  workingmen  of  Britain, 
relying  upon  doles  to  maintain  them 
during  periods  of  idleness,  are  con- 
suatly  agitating  for  higtjer  pay  and 
shorter  hours  of  libor.  The  number 
of  unemployed  there  is  increasing 
rather  than  decreasing.  Labor  leaders, 
to  their  credit  be  it  stated,  understand 
that  the  country  is  facing  a  Crisis  jubt 
as  acttte  as  the  criaia  of  the  war,  a 
crisis  that  may  be  more  scrifjus  in  its 
effects  than  the  crisis  of  the  war.  They 
are  appealing  to  the  members  of  the 
unions  to  be  reasonable  in  their  de- 
mands, to  ceaae  their  agiutiooa  and 
recriminationa,  go  to  work  aad  remain 
at  work.

The  statesmen  aqd  busincsa  men  of 
Britain  fully  realize  that  there  are 
troublous  and  difficult  times  ahead. 
They  admit   the    aefiottsneas  of  the 

situation,  hut  they  confront  it  with 
confidence.  They  have  never  been  de- 
feated yet.  They  atwaya  maaage  to 
muddle  through  in  their  own  char- 
acteristic way.  They  are  confident  that 
th4lr  coaatry  will  attain  and  maintain 
its  traditional  position  in  the  van  of 
the  national  buainess  procession. 

Svenfy  seven  years  ago  Thomas 
d'Arcy  McGce,  the  centenary  of  whose 
birth  waa  conuiMnMrated  ia  Canada 
a  few  days  ago,  established  a  publica- 
tion called  The  New  York  Nation.

Ha  alaa  wreto  a  trea- 
tlae  en'  the  tea  oondltlena  of  tha  8t. 
Lawrence,  cn  whloh  were  baaed  the 
plans  for  maklnr  Victoria  bridse 
•afe  asalnat  the  inii^hty  Ice  foroci. 
In  1142  he  w«m  uppolnted  the  flrat 
director  of  the  ('ai\ailMii  ( Jr' ■  I' >«  leal 
survey,  which  lat«»r  on  became  the 
Department  of  Mines.  In  1861  hti 
waa  sent  to  Britain  with  tha  Cana- 
dian exhlblta  for  a  grant  Induatrlal 
exhibition,  and  then  flrat  awakened 
Europe  to  the  untouched  wealth  of 
Canada.

April  It  In  different  years  aaw  the 
paaslng  of  three  men  eapeclally 
prominent  In  their  respective  fields. 
Their  work  and  their  public  aervlcee 
were  of  varying  character,  but  In 
each  ritae  were  of  importanoo  to 
tbelr  countries. 

On  thla  data  In  188 1  diad  Banjamin 
Disraeli,  Barl  of  Beaoonafleld,  one 
of  the  moat  notable  flguraa  in  Brlt- 
lah  political  history.  DInraell'a  ex- 
traordinary ability  minlfeated  Itaelf 
on  two  widely  divergent  llnea,  liter- 
ature and  atateamanshlp.  Itla  work 
of  Action,  from  •  VlvUn  Oroy"  to 
"Endymlon,"  won  him  much  re- 
nown, though  they  may  not  enjoy  a 
long  term  of  popularity,  but  his 
name  wlH  always  keep  a  high  place 
on  the  roll  of  ftiUln'a  public  ser- 
vants. Ma  iMgart  hia  political  career 
dubloualy.  At  the  eutaot  he  ap- 
peared aa  an  extreme  radical,  and  It 
la  a  frequently  chronicled  fact  that 
the  Houae  of  Commona  refuaed  to 
llalen  to  hia  flrat  apeerh.  which  waa 
somewhat  flamboyant  In  character 
Hia  responae  was  the  prediction  th-it 
the  Commoners  would  in  time  be 
glad  to  lleten  to  b\m\  a  prediction 
which  waa  amply  fnlfllleg.  The  Barl's 
atirrlng  polltloal  earear  ang  hia 
Birenuous  conflicts  with  Mf.  Olad- 
stona  Uko  up  a  large  pari  of  BrlUsh 
history  In  the  latter  half  •  o<  tha 
nineteenth  century. 

Charles  Robert  Darwin  died  on 
AprtI  1».  Ittt,  at  the  age  ef  aavanty- 
tMroe.  Vary  many  yeara  of  htg  long 
life  ware  devoted  to  the  atudy  and 
exposition  of  aclenoe,  beginning  with 
hia  voyage  aa  naturalist  to  the  Baa- 
(le  expedition  in  1181.  Few  booka 
have  cAiiaed  ho  great  a  commotion 
In  scientific  and  reliuloua  rlrcles  aa 
thoae  of  Darwin  on  Th"  Origin  of 
Species"  and  "The  I>..>scent  of  Man." 
The  oontroveralea  aroused  by  their 
publication  hava  not  yet  died  ont. 
though  they  tiavo  lost  moat  of  the 
flareeneea  whieti  atteaded  tkom  In 
the  pdat  eantory.  Whatavor  thoo- 
logieal  view,  may  be  Uken  ef  Ma 
evolutionary  theorlea,  there  are  none 
to  dispute  DnnrSn'B  grant  aMIIty  aa 
a  scientist. 

On  this  same  date  In  199$  Sir  Oli- 
ver Mowat  paaaed  to  hia  rest  after 
devoting  many  yaara  to  the  aervfOa 
of  the  pnbllo  In  varloua  eapaetttea. 
Kla  flrat  work  in  the  potMteal  flelg 
waa  aaaiatanee  in  furthr-ins  Oaan- 
dian  Confederation,  and  !hr  value  of 
that  aaalstance  haa  been  amply  ree 
ogntaed.  On  the  completion  of  the 
great  project  Mr  Mnwat  w""  chosen 
by  Rlr  John  Ma^donald  to  head  the 
Ontario  Court  of  Chancery.  He  re- 
mained in  thla  poaltion  until  18TZ. 
when  he  l>«»cam«  Fremier  of  On- 
tario. Hia  tenufo  of  that  eflleo 
laatea  antfl  Stt«.  a  iseiig  H  Ckana- 
diaa  aaHaa  Bir  oitvar  waa  far  a 
time  MMIater  of  ioatloe  in  tbo 
Laurler  Oevernmeat.  and  hia  laat 
public  aervice  waa  rendered  aa  Oov- 
arnor  of  Oatarta.

Sir,  —  I  note  in  your  iaaue  of  even 
date,  a  letter  upon  the  above  subject, 
flcned  R.  C.  Nelah.  aacretary  United 
Karmera,  Xalowaa.  B.  O.  Aa  aaere- 
tary  far  the  abave  orgaolaatloB  Mr. 
Nelah  te  mtturally  agalaat  OrtonUl 
labor,  which,  of  courae,  Interferea 
rrlth  his  combine.  Mr.  Nelsh'a  chief 
argument  la  that  the  "Oriental  does 
not  aa«Umllate  with  our  people."  I 
have  seen  Kafflr.-i  and  other  natlvea 
in  Africa,  and  also  Mexicans  and 
Orlentala  In  (  aurornia.  None  of  these 
aaatmllatad  with  the  frhltea^  and  yet 
they  did  uaeful  work  aiid^  made  Ufa 
eaaior  for  thoaaanda  of  aettlora. 

I  quite  acvM  with  Mr.  Ifaiah  in  hia 
statement  that  a  strong  niral  white 
peaaantry  ia  beat  for  any  colony,  hut 
will  he  fell  ua  where  we  will  get 
them?  I  may  alate  In  thia  regard 
that  a  few  yeara  ago  a  amall  cannery 
commenced  operation  In  Kamloopn^ 
and  made  an  honest  effort  to  employ 
white  help  only.  They  tailed,  and  if 
they  had  to  depend  upon  white  grow- 
ers and  white  help,  they  would  ba 
cloaed  down  today;  aa  It  la  they  make 
a  flrat  claas  product  at  a  reasonable 
price,  and  the  public  get  the  beneflt. 
The  same  la  true  of  moat  of  our 
roaat  canneries.  If  there  is  no  Ori- 
ental help,  up  go  the  prices. 

Thanka  to  our  educational  system, 
very  few  natlvo-ltom  Caoad tana  .  Will 
work  on  the  land  or  In  canneriea. 
l>ittie  Mary  Jonee  must  be  a  atenograc- 
phar,  and  little  WUlla  muat  be  a 
doctor  or  lawyer,  and  the  reeuH  la 
the  Dominion  ia  full  of  profeasionul 
rrien  begging  Joba  Many  who  have 
read  law  drift  Into  our  T -ojlalat  ure 
and  make  laws,  and  to  many  of  theae 
Mr.  Nelah's  Oriental  Exclusion  Act 
Will  he  a  godaead.  for  thla  will  en- 
able them  te  divert  tha  mBMl  of  the 
pubUo  away  from  aaah  ivMal  aab' 
jeota  aa  oor  onenhoaa  data  aad  paMlo 
•xpendltures,  etc.,  to  tha  burning 
question  of  Oriental  exolualen. 

As,  however,  the  parents  of  little 
Mary  and  Willie  refuse  to  let  them 
work  on  a  farm,  and  aa  our  legtalatora 
Inslat  on  erammlng  down  the  throat 
of  every  ehlld  more  edtteatlon 
(whether  they  can  aaslmtlate  It  or 
not),  we  must  look  outalde  natlre- 

born  for  labor. 

When  I  crime  to  this  continent 
some  t!urt\  rive  years  ago  our  flrst 
emigrants  were  largely  Irlah.  They 
settled  on  farms  or  got  other  jotM.  and 
left  the  ranks'  of  common  labor, 
itallana  followed,  and  than  Boandl- 
navlana.  Oermana,  and  now  wa  are 
practically  dependent  on  Itaaalana  or 
Houthern  European  Immigrants,  many 
of  them  lawleaa  and  much  Inferior 
to  Orientals. 

Mr.  Nelah  speaks  about  acting  with 
fairneaa,  courteay  and  consideration 
towarda  OrlenUle.  The  Japanese 
were  our  alUee  during  the  war  and 
played  the  game  UKe  men.  and  we 
In  the  Ooaat  altlea  had  every  reaaon 
to  be  very  thankful  for  the  help  they 
gave.  How  doea  Mr.  Neleh  roconelle 
hin  Htiitement  about  fairness  with 
Oriental  exclusion?  Both  our  Amer- 
ican and  Canadian  papera  are  full  of 
remedies  to  prevent  war.  and  yet 
how  can  we  foster  war  better  than 
by  rubbing  It  in  to  Orientals  thnt  they 
are  an  "Inferior  race?" 

Mr.  Nelah  ovarlooks  the  fact  that 
no  new  country  ean  ha  made  aottahle 
for  whitr<  men  without  plenty  of 
ehcap  labor  Aa  I  aald  before  Call* 
for n la  pays  the  hlgheet  wages  In  the 
world  to  whites,  and  la  one  of  the 
rlcheat  ataiea  In  America,  and  the 
Orlentala  did  the  apade  work. 

I  cannot  congratulate  Mr.  Nelah 
upon  his  letter.  It  is  not  a  very 
noble  or  aportlng  act  to  try  and  make 
the  Oevarnmant  kill  your  eompetitor 
hecanae  he  lb  banUng  yen  in  touatneaa 
T  suggest  that  the  United  Fnrmera 
work  a  little  harder  arid  naka  Httle 

Mary  and  Willie  work.  tOO. 

After  many  yeara'  exparlenee  In 
working  men  of  practically  all  na- 
tlonalitiea,  I  have  come  to  the  con- 
clualon  that  the  average  white  man 
can  outwork  any  colored  man,  "if 
ha  win."  Ha  ean  alao  hold  his  su- 
premacy over  the  Orienuia.  When 
5«,eoe  aoMloTa  ean  run  India  with  a 
population  of  811  mllllona.  w«  need 
not  teer  a  few  Chlneee  or  Japaneae 
on  our  coaat. 

We  are  trying  to  attract  aettlers 
and  capital  to  Britlah  Columbia.  Now 
can  we  du  thla  by  excluding  the  very 
Ufa  blood  of  Induetry,  whlrh  la  labor? 
Mr.  Nelah  la  aUrtinc  his  anti-Oriental 
rruaada  in  flrst  claaa  shape.  First  of 
all  ofvaaiae.  than  threaten  tha  Lagia- 
laturb,  and  the  vote*  will  do  the 
trick.

The  music  ileparlmrnt  is  a  very  Im- 
portant part  of  the  Academy,  When 
one  goes  throiiBh  the  building  and 
discover,  that  ten  suites  are  ap«<'lally 
set  aside  for  this  .tudy.  aad  that  there 
are  no  leMa  than  ftfteen  pianos  la  the 
Academy,  one  promptly  galne  some 
idea  of  (he  importance  whteh  the 
alstera  attach  to  this  study.

John 
Mainwarinx  Hte»vard)  recently  arrived 
m  Sydney  by  the  Maheno  from  New 
Zealand,  where  he  spent  about  two 
months  performinr:  duties  in  connec- 
tion with  the  Synod. 

Dr.  Steward  expraaaed  htmaelf  as 
bding  thoroughly  satisfied  with*  the 
progress  of  mission  work  in  Melan- 
esia. The  natives,  he  said,  were 
rapidly  emerginK  froin  their  rondit  ion 
of  barbarism;  so  that  It  waa  now  Im- 
po«slt)le  to  find  a  single  one  whom 
civiIl7.ation  had  not  touched.  But  the 
average  In  Intelligence  was  still  that 
of  a  European  child  fifteen  yeara  old. 
There  were  now  fifty  white  mls- 
alonarlea  In  tha  dioceae  of  Melaneela. 
and  eighteen  native  clergy.  A  great 
jteal  al  valuable  work  was  batng  done 
but  to  achieve  the  maximum  of  good 
It  wan  necessary  to  have  a  staff  of 
half  aa  many  again.  It  waa  difficult 
Hometlmes  to  keep  things  going,  for 
the  climate  was  one  of  the  most  un- 
healthy imaginable,  with  an  arerage 
temperature  of  about  SO  degreee.  and 
a  large  rainfall.  White  children  could 
not  possibly  live  there.  Mortality 
among  the  elergr  was  only  prevented 
by  the  fact  that  every  one  who  con- 
tracted malaria  waa  hurried  away 
t>efore  the  disease  gained  too  great 
a  hold.  From  the  natives  there  waa 
not  the  least  danger.  They  had  out- 
run lUonr  old  days  of  romance  and 
thrills,  and  entered  a  time  when  all 
depended  on  hard  work  and  perae- 
verance.

The  raspberries 
and  almonda,  too.  are  beglaalas  to  at- 
tract attention.  Alto««ther  iklnga 
look  very  promlaing.

Thone 
beginners  who  decided  to  atari  with 
frames  of  bees  and  brood  and  a  young 
queen  should  be  In  readlneaa  to  re- 
ceive them,  having  hlvea  containing 
rood  framea  of  full  fo«a«atlon  In  their 
pemaaeat  position. 

The  Retabllahed  Colonies 
Where  these  are  strong  In  t>ee8. 
with  a  good  laying  queen,  care  must 
bs  takpa  to  aee  that  thay  a«w  well 
supplied  with  stores.  On  thio  from 
now  on  depend*  the  sneosos  or  other- 
wlao  ef  your  venture.  A  tremendous 
amount  of  honey  la  now  being  uaed 
for  young  brood,  and  the  more  honey 
there  1»<  the  more  beea  you  will  have, 
provided  you  have  a  productive  queen. 
Considering  «he  will  |«y  anything 
from  000  to  2,500  eggs  per  day,  it  can 
be  ngured  up  how  the  strength  of  a 
colony  can  inereaae.  The  inala  ob- 
ject now  la  to  get  a  atronc  colony 
ready  to  brlnv  la  the  neetar  daring 
the  honey  flow,  whloh  generally 
oceurs  about  the  second  week  in  July. 

Above  all.  try  to  prevent  swarming, 
and  the  chief  factom  in  thi.«i  are  (  1  ) 
a  young  queen  and  (2)  plenty  of  room 
for  hoth  brood  and  honey,  also  a  third 
preventative  may  be  added,  and  that 
in.  don  t  keep  your  hive  In  the  biasing 
sun  unless  It  ia  in  a  double, ease;  and 
In  the  hottest  weather  sse*  that  tou 
have  aome  ventilation  at  top  for  the 
eaeapo  of  air.  hut  be  sure  to  clbee 
this  up  at  altkt.  aa 'after  the  hottest 
day  often  followa  the  eoldeet  night.

,    upon  the  world. 

Mussolini's  irresponsible   dictator - 
■hip  has  really  closed  ths  splendid  co- 
op«ratlv4  societies  that  oaoo  flour- 
Ished  throughout  Italy,  and  by  ptaytl- 
oal  beatings,  riot,  graft  and  arson  has 
thrust  upon  Italy  a  reign  of  terror 
and  abolishment  of  civil  liberty,  and 
Inatlttitrd  11  Napoleonic  despotism,  al- 
most unbelievable  In  this  age. 
Worat  Ksplolta  of  Khi  Khis 
Mr.  UuMiell  aays  thnt  the  worst  fx-

Iiamed    by   (h<^  UBtoundiriK  rcvtralona 
to  aavasery  that  hiivp  octurred  nlnro 
Muaeollni  eatabllahed  hia  power.  The 
police  and  even  the  carabinlerl,  onoe 
the  prlda  of  law-abiding  Italy,  have 
bosn  forced  to  loolc  on  where  they  did 
not  actually  ioin  the  law  breakers.  In 
addition  to  horrible  boatings,  ono  of 
th«  slngttlar  forms    of  punishmeftt 
which  the  Faselati  is  partial  to  trery- 
whcre  is  to  force  open  the  victim's 
mouth  and  pour  down  hIa  throat  a 
violent  and  dunjferouH  purKa'lve.  The 
bloody  biittlra  which  took  placo  In  the 
Streeta  of  Turin   In    I)«><oml)er,  1923, 
are  referred   to   throughout    Italy  aa 
the   "MaaaaiTPs   of    Doceriiher."  No 
corner  of  Italy  has  escuped  violence. 

At  tha  boglnnlng  MuaaoUni  an- 
nounced that  the  rasclstl  would  ss- 
tabllsh  their  own  labor  unions  and  co- 
operative socletiea.  and  that  the 
uperatlonn  of  the  .rallroada,  teleRrapha 
and  felwphonea  would  be  transferred 
t<i  prlviito  ownernhip  and  operatli>n  In 
oi<l*>r  to  stop  financial  Iohhch.

The  wideapread  belief  that  th^  new 
0rder  has  been  of  great  help  to  the 
nation's  financial  wealth  has  bosn 
chiefly  manufactured.  The  lira  has 
steadily  droppad  in  value  since  Mua- 
aoUni aaminad  <^los,  luid  the  exter- 
nal dobt  turn  Incroasod.  Unemploy- 
ment has  not  been  bettered. 

In  one  particular  t\\<'  worlil'n  Im- 
preaalona  about  the  dictatorship  have 
been  justified.  It  has  niu<4t  dimin- 
ished ths  aamber  of  strikes,  but  It 
has  don*  tJlla  by  destroying,  labor 
untona  and  by  tfevs  iMviag  tiM  work- 
Ingmaa  whMly  at  tka  mfet  «f  th« 
smployer.  Mussolini  has  practically 
altollflhed  all  elections  by  an  arrange- 
ment which  gives  t\vo-thlrd«  of  the 
seats  In  the  Qovernment  to  the  l-'aa- 
clsti  parly 

The  general  public  havs  lost  faith 
In  Mussolini,  and  the  Pasclgtl.  The 
Uovsrnmont  1m  now  hold  only  by  force 
of  arms.  Itecarding  graft  under  Mua- 
■Ollnl.  Mr.  Ruaaell  says  that  It  la  likely 
that  Iluaala  under  the  Czara  never 
knew  anythhiK  worae  than  aoni©  of 
theae  utorleH  The  recent  hideous 
murder  <>f  Miille.iii.  a  ."^o.  jallMt  niem- 
l>or  of  till-  (  hnrnber.  who  was  trying 
to  expone  iJi.>  Krafilng  fraternity,  has 
turned  the  wh(te  light  upon  the  foul 
.iieos  that  had  been  gathorlhg  for  a 
year  and  a  half  In  Roma.  The  Gov- 
ernment visibly  tottsrod  under  the 
bloar.  Home  was  haatlly  filled  with 
troops  who  quartered  their  cavalry  In 
the  t'oloaaeum,  the  noM.-ft  moniiment 
of  antlciully.  Ily  wuppresalng  news 
paiiera.  hy  al-olUhInK  asaembllea,  and 
by  another  <lr  (  leo  of  warning,  the 
fierce  comment  that  went  on  among 
the  people  waa  kept  from  print,  but 
no  one  could  go  about  ths  country  In 
thoM  days  without  perceiving  clearly 
that  the  end  of  the  dictatorship  waa 
not  far  off

Experience  shows,  for  example,  that 
a  cold  bath  Is  likely  to  Induce  shiver- 
ing unless  some  muscular  effort, 
auch  ss  the  movements  of  swimming, 
la  Indulged  In  so  ss  to  supply  caloric 
energy  In  another  way.  Of  course. 
In  everyday  life.  When  poaslble.  man 
adapu  himaelf  to  cold  ttfgt— frss 
by  warming  his  abode  nr  inr  rdggliig 
his  dothlng.  so  that  tharo  to  aot  so 
mueh  diffwranea  botwoan  tho  air 
bathing  his  skin  tn  Summer  and  that 
which  Jackets  It  In  Winter.

Stara  have  gone,  or  are  going,  auc- 
ceaaively  and  in  Order  through  the 
spectral  type  of  B.  A,  F.  O.  K  and  M 
stars.  B  stars  are  of  very  high  tem- 
perature and  Are  prodigal  in  the  dis- 
charge of  their  radiant  energies.  Aa 
they  reduce  their  temperaturee 
through  tholr  extravagant  loaa  of  heat 
they  become  stars  of  the  A  type.  They 
continue  down  the  atar  types,  be- 
tween ncbulao  and  dark  bodlea.  and 
become  «olld,  cold,  llghtless  drifting 
derelicts  until  they  collide  with  some 
other  heav.nly  body  with  sufllclent 
momentum  to  again  volatilise  their 
mass  Then  they  return  to  the  neb- 
ulous state  and  are  tahom  as  stars 
und  live  a  new  life  vndar  tha  saifie 
plan  of  devolution. 

What  we  see  through  the  most 
powerful  telpacopes  of  today  is  but 
a  small  pari  of  a  radius  of  the  gr«at 
cosmic  orbit.

1h  too  much  for  the  Scotch  distillers 
and  the  Knglisli  consumers.  Several 
visits  to  the  Chancellor  of  the  Bx- 
cheqner  and  a  boycott  en  aptrtta 
have  baaa  undertakea. 

This  dual  effort  has  been  unpro- 
ductive. Chancellor  Churchill  Is 
making  no  provision  for  a  reduction 
of  the  excise  tax  In  hla  coming  bud- 
get, and,  although  the  home  con- 
sumption of  spirits  haa  dropped  00 
per  cent,  from  24  "64  000  gallons  In 
1014  to  12.583,011.  ,  1  924.  the 
foreign  demand  haH  kt'i)t  the  vats 
niled  and  the  distillerks  wide  open. 
About  3 •,000,000  gallons  were  dis- 
tilled last  yaar,,  agalnat.  X,ooo,000 
gallons  less  than  that  amount  In 
1»14. 

The  distiller  and  the  consumer, 
who  thus  have  been  brought  together, 
have  organixed  a  society  with  the  ob- 
ject of  .  telling  their  les.i  Interested 
countrymen  of  their  grievances. 
The  Hociety  la  contemplating  a  n.1- 
tlon-wlde  campalKn  fur  the  reduction 
of  the  domestic  revenue  tax  on 
Hplrlt.4. 

The  society  has  found  out  that 
BagUahmen  are  going  back  to  port 
wine  aa  a  substitute  for  the  highly 
taxed  whisky.  The  Oovemment  only 
taxea  this  wine  two  shillings  and  six 
pence  a  gallon,  and  the  growera  out 
in  Portngnl  gat  tha  preflta.

The  portions  of  thO  INfhUshed 

are  as  follows: 

•Dear    ■  .  • 

"When  I  left  London  I  dared  not 
tell  anyone  the  real  reason  for  my 
leaving,  for  It  would  have  been  looked 
upon  as  a  piece  of  folly.  For  years 
1  had  been  gradually  becoming  con- 
vinced that  the  whole  tendency  of 
research  was  on  wrong  lines;  It  was 
devoid  of  fundamental  t)rIncipleB.  was 
huphuzard.  and  could  not  supply  the 
kind  of  knowledge  which  would  en- 
able us  to  solve  medical  problems. 
...  I  saw  that  there  waa  undoubt- 
edly a  great  fundamental  principle 
which,  if  diacovered,  would  do  for 
medicine  what  the  Atomic  theory  has 
done  for  chemistry. 

•'It  w.is  with  the  object  of  searching 
for  this  principle  that  1  undertooii,  at 
the  age  of  6S.  the  burden  and  re- 
aponalbiUty,  which  were  very  heavy, 
of  atarting  an  Institute  for^the  purpoee 
of  this  quest.  I  scarcely  expected  to 
discover  the  prloelple.  but  hoped  to 
lay  tbe.baals  of  methods  that  would. 
In  course  of  time,  achieve  thla  suc- 
cees.  I  am  now,  however,  of  the 
opinion  that  we.  my  co-workera  and 
myself,  had  succeeded,  and  that  It 
only  wants  time  and  experience  to 
start  a  revolution  In  the  department 
of  medicine." 

.  DeaerlfNion  of  Prinripl4>A 

Briefly,  tbe  principle  may  be  de- 
scribed aa  follows:

"Weiound  that  a  living  cell  in  never

Jamea  wrote: 

"When,  therefore,  an  organ  such  as 
a.  muscle  la  paralysed,  i.e..  has  lost  its 
^'Iftfluence  of  eorttrol,'  we  must.  In  con- 
sidering the  case,  remember  that  ;he 
muscle  cells  are  atlll  being  supplied 
with  ndurlshment.  They  still  live  ai'd 
they  still  gl\i  rise  to  evidences  of  th.  Ir 
activity.  .Such  activity,  however,  ia 
uncontrolled:  It  Is  spoken  of  aa  'fibril- 
lation.' I.e.  a  twitching  of  the  flbrea 
Instead  of  a  strong  harmonious  con- 
traction of  all  of  them  at  onoe.

Sir  Jamee  pointed  out  that  diacovery 
of  the  "regulating  structures'  of  the 
heart  (i.e.,  the  pacemaker.  the 
uurit  ulo-ventrlcular  node,  and  another 
pa.emaker  aa  yet  unknown)  hnd 
revolutionised  our  koowledce  of  IH*^ 
action  and  dissaass  of  that  organ.  Be 
eaprssssd  the  view  that  similar  knowl- 
edge abbut  .the  regulating  structurss 
,o(  tha  ot|ier  organs  would.  If  we  pea- 
aeeeed  It,  likewise  revolutionise  knowU 
edge  about  them.    He  ooncluded: 

"I  do  not  for  one  moment  expect 
you  to  accept  thia  View.  I  trust  to  bo 
able  to  put  forward  such  a  maas  of 
evidence  as  will  demonatmte.  If  not 
the  truth  of  o«r  prinelplea.  at  least 
that  there  ara  aome  such  principles  of 
which  the  psbfeselon  is  today  ignor- 
ant, fhave  discussed  the  matter  with 
learned  membera  of  the  different 
branches,  and  few  of  them  will  accept 
our  conclusions.

In  connection  with  tbe  measuring 
of  the  atar  Mira.  a  correspondent  of 
The  New  York  Timea  recently  wrote 
to  the  editor  of  that  paper  aa  fol- 
Iowa: 

The  Times  has  always  given  much 
apace  to  aclence,  and  recently  the  de- 
termination of  the  diameter  of  Mira 
was  featured  with  a  large  picture  of 
the  sur.  80  great  is  the  faith  of  the 
reading  public  in  sclenee.  that  any- 
thing marked  with  that  tallsnnanic 
naape  la  credited  without  question 

When  viewed  through  the  largeet 
telescopes  Mira  shows  the  same 
point  of  light  as  when  viewed  by  the 
naked  eye  To  determine  Its  size  It 
Is  first  neceaaary  to  know  its  dls- 
tan<  o  This  1»  supposed  to  be  ob- 
tained by  a  little  problem  in 
triangulatlon.  The  star  is  measured. 
If  I  may  use  the  term,  from  two 
pointa  gn  the-  earih's  orbit,  and  ita 


angular  displaeement  is^  called  its 
parallax,  and  It  generally  amounts  to 
about  two-fiftieths  of  a  sscond.

"When  the  living  ceil  discharges  Its 
energy  —I.e.,  when  It  performs  its 
tipproprlste  function  It  dlachurges 
also,  at  the  same  moment,  an  Impulse, 
or  an  Influence,  w  bleb  affects  n'-lgti- 
boring  cells  and  either  hastens  or  de- 
lays the  proeoaa  of  tbe  renewal  of 
energy  in  them.  To  theai  effeotg  the 
namea^ 'stimulation'  and  'Inhibition' 
reopectively  apply. 

Find  Another  Infiucnco 

"But  we  found.  In  addUUm.  that  the 
cell  impulae  enerdaee  another  Inln- 
ence — namely,  eontroL  In  eertaln 
cells  this  power  of  control  is  much 
more  highly  developed  than  in  others, 
examples  of  highly  developed  control 
l>elng  the  group  of  cells  In  tho  heart 
known  as  "the  pa<emaker,'  i>ecaiise  of 
their  influence  on  the  rhythm  of  that 
organ  Certain  nerve  cells  por.aeaa  the 
same  power.

Canadian  Coot  for  Ontario 

A  definite  answer  la  in  the  making. 
Odletal  announcement  haa  been  made 
In  the  Ontario  Legislature  of  the  hope 
that  the  Province  will  receive  100,000 
tona  of  Alberta  coal  after  May  1.  It 
waa  latlnatad  that  coal  la  latfe 
«aaatltlea  might  alao  be  brought  la 
from  the  Maritime  Provlnoea.  Thua 
the  Vast  and  Alberta  may  combine 
to  very  largely  settle  all  of  Central 
Canada's  troublea  and  anxletlaa  In  the 
mn'ter  of  fuel  auppUas-  British 
Columbia  alao  haa  tremendoua  coal 
reaources.  The  West,  therefore,  haj» 
no  problems  on  that  score  compur- 
abla  to  thoaa  of"  the  centmi  sertlonH 
of  the  country,  where  tha  matter  of 
digunoe  from  the  Canadian  eoaMtolda 
to  tha  graateot  obalaela  .to  avorepaee, 
and  one  that  gtvea  tha  wonderfully 
well  orgaalaed  and  convenient  United 
■Utea  ooal  trade  a  great  Initial  ad- 
vantage. 

It  la  difficult  to  Impresa  by  the 
mere  citation  of  statistics;  people  like 
viaible  evidences  But  the  statement 
on  the  authority  of  the  Geologledl 
Survey  of  Canada,  that  Alberta  alone 
haa  seventeen  per  cent  of  the  coal 
reoourcas  of  the  world  1|  emphatic 
eaongh.  Put  In  another  way*  It  la 
eatlmated  that  AlbarU  haa  an  aotual 
and  probable  ooal  raoenra  of  over  one 
million  million  tonal  A  aarlea  of 
elreumatancee.  whloh  may  be  better 
left  to  diaouaalen  and  analysis  by 
those  on  the  spot,  has  given  American 
T'oal,  on  occasion,  opportunity  to  go 
into  the  Waaler n  Cenadian  field  and 
•erlouHly  OOWPOU  WHh  thO  hOMM 
product.

A  recant  pronagandlat  for  Alberta 
ooal  told  Ontario  folka  that  to 
men  wore  employed  at  tha 
mlnea  for  ahout  eae>halt  of  the  year.

Uncle  Sam's  big  stick  has  driven 
Canada  out  of  hto  markets,  and  com 
palled  the  seeking  Of  new  plaeea  for 
trade  and  barter.  Thto  phaae  may 
be  left  for  argument  by  pollUetodb 
and  eeonomtota.  But  folho  who 
come  from  Britain  or  have  viatted 
the  Old  Land,  and  know  It^Iove  for 
flah  and  aeeeaetblllty  to  fishing 
grounda,  may  be  surprised  to  learn 
th.it  a  trial  shipment  of  12,000  tona 
of  trenh  8c.t  OhIi  from  our  .Maritime 
I'rovlnce(|prvere  recently  landed  there 
and  found  a  ready  sale.  Other  ship 
mants  have  followed  with  aucceaa. 
There  waa  active  co-operation  by 
several  tntareeta  to  land  that  fleh  in 
acceptable  condition  In  a  aonntry 
that  oanaot  bo  fooled  about  anything 
edibto  that  oomea  o«t  of  the  aea, 
Thto  to  no  plaoo  for  deulla  about 
water  taaka  and  other  equipment 
that  figured  In  the  venture.  It  waa. 
In  a  sense,  an  illustration  of  national 
marketing  and  Ita  possibilities,  tu 
which  there  are  no  bounds.  There  la 
that  niueh  In  ooaunoa  hotwoon  coal 
and  Itoh. 


Along  comes  the  Agricultural  In- 
quiry Committee  of  the  Ontario 
Legislature  with  a  report  dealing 
primarily  with  its  own  Province,  but 
not  hesitating  to  take  in  the  national 
field.  Its  main  recommendation  in 
the  interests  of  the  farmers  of  Can- 
ada Is  A  "Canadian  National  Market- 
ing (  ommlajiion''  which  would  handle 
every  agricultural  product  except 
grain.  The  latter,  because  of  Ita  tre- 
mendona  irolume.  shoiaM,  in  the 
Commltteo's  oplnton,  be  a  distinct 
export.  An  all-the-year-round  fast 
ocean  vessel  aervlee  to  Britain,  with 
experts  there  and  in  the  United 
States  keeping  in  touch  with  both 
markets:  proper  storage  facilities  at 
Maritime  porta,  and  all  the  facllUlen 
that  would  be  embraced  In  a  great 
^prlvAte  concern  doing  enormous  lousi- 
ness, are  urged.  The  eo-'^peration  of 
organiaations  In  all  the  Provinces, 
and  ot  the  Dominion  Oevernment, 
which  would  all  be  represented  on 
the  Commlssten,  la  emphasised  as 
esaentlal  to  keeping  up^  all-the-year- 
round  exports  to  the  British  market, 
and  the  proper  routing  at  the  right 
tinje  fo  home  m:irkctf.  The  very 
simplicity  of  the  |>ropr>aaIa  make 
them   worthy  of  consideration. 

Coal,  fish,  agriculture,  are  links  in 
the  propooed  national  marketing 
chain.  The  laat  named  of  them 
would  probably  be  put  first  by  expert 
studenta  of  the  problem;  It  ejhbodlea 
no  much  of  Canada's  trade.  The 
Canadian  Council  of  Agrlcuture 
favors  the  principle  of  such  market- 
ing. It  has  especially  considered  it 
from  the  point  of  view  of  unifying 
the  activities  of  the  co-operative 
marketing  ugenciea  throughout  the 
country.  That  would  be  ii  first  step 
In  any  national  plan,  of  course.  f)ne 
might  be  permitted  the  opinion  that 
tha  next,  and  a  vitally  Important  one. 
Invohraa  the  taking  to  heart  of  the 
leason  that  no  part  of  Canada  can 
suffer  or  prosper  without  every  other 
section  feeling  it.

Uortlculturtots,  or  aa  the  man  on 
the  etreet  would  say.  the  fruit  men. 
are  moTlng  townrd  nattonal  market* 
ing.  too.  Brltlah  Columbia  folk  seem 
to  be  Uking  tha  initiative  in  thia  re- 
gard: the  national  marketing  idea  Is 
certainly  wldespreaii  Ontarlans  al- 
ready know  a  good  deal  nbout  Brltlah 
Columbia  fruits.  Home  varieties  are, 
perhaps,  better  than  their  own.  That 
has  been  brought  about  by  energetic 
private  enterprtoe;  nationally  direcf- 
ed  much  mpre  might  eaally  he  ao- 
compllahed.  Tha  fnUlgrowern  of  the 
East  are  no  less  alort  than  their 
Western  brethren  In  this  matter. 
Fruit  Is  another  Canadian  product 
that  may  become  better  known  to 
Canadians,  as  well  as  abroad,  if  and 
wiffcn  national  marketing  crnneH  to 
become  just  a  saying  and  Is  a  con- 
crete fact. 

There  la  a  almllar  atory  to  tell  re- 
garding dairying,  in  whloh  there  haa 
long  been  more  or  leee  sueeeaoful 
co-operation.  Oa'nadton  dairy  pro- 
(lueu  have  made  their  mark  Irt  many 
lands.  There  are  still  wider  market 
poaslblUtiee  for  them.  Not  ao  many 
years  ago  men  who  expreaaed  the  be- 
lieve that  Canada  could  ouat  Denmark 
H8  Ii  dairying  adjunct  of  Britain, 
were  regarded  aa  visionaries.  They 
are  no  longer  so  classed.  The# Can- 
adian dairy  cnn  compete  with  any. 
It  is  up  to  the  minute  In  all  that  per- 
talna  to  cleanliaeas,  but  there  are 
sometimes  toasana  to  bo  learned  from 
other  oountrtea  In  reapeot  to  the 
manner  In  which  Its  products  are 
moulded,  wrapped  and  packed.

Some  parts  of  the  world  seem  to  have  been  created 
merely  as  ilatcs  for  the  pencil  of  hi»tory.  On  some  ol 
these  slatei  the  lupy  once  written  has  been  allowed  tu 
■land  for  a  little,  and  then  cxpanged  to  make  room  for 
fresh  text  On  others  the  original  text  has  been  of  such 
import  that  time  has  only  served  to  fix  the  text  more 
indelibly,  the  "scone"  more  vlvidl^r,  as  when  painters  of 
old  varnished  their  pictures  to  bring  out  tha  colnrs  and 
"fix"  them. 

Now  tlierc  is  not  a  reader  l)iit  ran  bring  to  mind 
without  the  slightest  effort  on  his  part  dozens  of  such 
"slates"  in  Canada.  .\  million  romances — to  run 
serially,  or  each  an  entity  in  itself — might  be  swept 
from  these  earth  slates  of  the  Dominion  on  to  the  printed 
page,  and  still  leave  a  million  more  untold. 

And  so  it  i«  that  we  learn  to  come  back  to  the  original 
slate,  the  land  itself,  with  its  endless  talcs.  The  best 
short  stories  of  this  year  and  every  year,  past,  present 
and  to  come. 

Such  a  tiny  slate  is  the  little  village  of  Saint  Joachim, 
a  few  miles  frtini  (Juchei  City.  It  hcKin!*  in  wafer-reeds, 
huh  from  the  toying  waters  of  the  St.  Lawrence  takes  a 
(oupk-  of  steps  upward  and  spreads  out  into  a  plain  on 
which  some  scattered  farmhouses  of  ancient  habitant 
type  and  a  church  have  been  fittng  as  if  by  way  of 
illustration.  Then  the  plain  steps  up  suddenly  into  a  low 
bench  and  the  bench  in  turn  spreads  out.leveliy  for  a  little 
way  and  than  anddenly  leaps  with  vim  into  giant  Cap 
Tornientc,  two  thousand  feet  high,  its  head  in  the  clouds 
and  its  feet  eternally  abathe  in  the  miRhty  river. 

History  had  a  mind  to  write  a  little  si.\  hundred  word 
story  here  at  the  tune  she  made  up  iier  niiiui  to  compose 
that  greater  romance  in  winch  .-"he  ch-ingc.!  tlu:  text,  on 
a  slate  of  continental  magnitude,  from  Kreiu  h  i  >  ^.Mi{ll^ll 
So  she  set  tn  work  at  once.  And  being  herself  all  absorbed, 
like  Any  modern  business  man,  by  the  larger  work  in  handi 
she  dictated  her  St.  Joachim  communique  to  her  secretary, 
General  James  Wolfe.  Now  the  Wolfe  pen  waa  in  the 
beginning  a  clean-cut  sword  that  grew  in  passion  a.s  the 
tale  unfolded  to  a  torch,  as  military  romances  in  oldeu 
time  altnost  everywhere  did.  In  order  that  there  may  be 
no  comeback  from  the  rear  that  might  spell  di.^aster  to 
the  larger  work  when  the  sword  had  put  tti  route  the 
villager.^,  the  match  was  laid  to  the  scnttered  farmhoiisrs, 
and  when  the  »nu>ke  cleared  two  mily  remained.  ,\nd 
they  remain  to  thi.s  day,  brought  into  greater  prominence 
by  their  age  and  the  fact  fhat  they  survived  "when  Wolfe 
burnt  the  place."  Thus  do  pref^t  day  disasters,  rubbed 
and  polished  b^  the  friction  of  tilt  yMTs,  often  change  into 
assets  of  inestimable  value. 

So  it  falls  out  thst  time,  the  great  proof-reader,  when 
he  came  to  the  manuseript  written  by  Wolfe  and  his 


troops  at  Sainj  Joachim,  approved  of  it  in  the  main,  but 
th^ght  that  he  hintsell  might  add  a  line  here  and  there 
which  would  add  to  the  picture  as  a  whole. 

.^nd  though  you  may  not  think  it,  the  touches  that  time 
has  addcfl  are  the  luiman  interest  touches.  He  tells  that 
one  of  the  liinise«,,  the  low  white  one  with  the  tall  and 
stately  J.ombardv  poplars,  resembling  Greek  columns,  in 
front,  was  "Wolfe's  headquyters." 

He  leaves  it  to  us  to  screen  in  Us  doorway  the  scarlet' 
coitc.l.  lace  ruflried,  powdered  and  bewigged  soldier  of 
that  day,  who  for  all  "The  pomp  of  power,"  which  he 
knew  by  heart,  had  heart  no  doubt  to  regret  war's 
necessity  for  the  torch,  watching  the  th  en  even  more  than 
hundred-year-old  farmhouses  at  his  feet,  going  up  m 
flames. 

So,  too,  here  at  Saint  Joachim,  time  brings  out  a 
, French  oil  painting  of  Saint  Louis  de  C.onzaque  and 
pointing  to  the  eyes,  says,  "Tears  were  seen  to  fall  from 
these  eyes  three  dayj  before  the  burning  of  Ssint 
Joachim.  I  he  picture  then  hung  in  the  workroom  of 
Monsignor  Laval,  Saint  Joachim  at  that  time  being  part 
of  the  vast  seigneurte  belonging  to  the  eminent  Laval. 
"On  seeing  those  falling  tears,**^  time  says.  "The  people 
were  deeply  troubled,  wringing  their  hands  and  having 
that  somcthmg  terrible  was  going  to  happen  to  them." 
\n<\.  there  on  the  margin  <if  the  old  manuscript  in  time's 
own  handwriting  is  the  illuminating  line,  "And  the  town 
waiyburned  three  days  later  '

In  the  control  of  an  Infec- 
tious disease  wo  must  concern  ouf- 
aelves  not  only  with  the  handling  of 
the  individu'il  i-.-itlent  but  also  with 
preventlnB  the  i.aHaing  of  tho  disease 
to  other  people. 

It  used  to  bu  believed  that  certain 
occupations  wera  partfcularly  likely 
to  cause  workers  to  develop  tuber - 
eulosls.  but  mor%recent  inveetlgations. 
according  to  Dr.  James  A.  Hrltton, 
show  that  the  daitger  from  occupation 
as  ii  direct  casual  factor  In  tubarcu- 

losla  la  alight. 

Kveryone  <  aij  rf-member  the  furore 
of  two  (lei.'idra  iig.i  about  conditions 
In  the  sweat  ahopa  l'r.i<  tlcully  all 
garment  making  of  the  cheaper  order 
was  carried  on  In  basements,  lighted 
by  gaa.  packed  with  sewing  machines, 
poorly  ventilated  and  without  sanlUry 
facilities.  The  employees  included 
children,  the  middle-aged  and  totter- 
ing aid  man  and  women.  The  records 
of  alohneas  and  death  resulting  from 
tubereuloais  in  such  shopa  Indlonted 
an  ezoeaslvely  high  rate. 

1%e  first  conelnslon  was  ohrhrasly 
that  garmsnt-maklng  waa  a  hasard> 
ous  trade  ao  far  as  concerned  tul>er- 
eulosts.  But  the  disease  rate  was  not 
high  because  of  K'T'nenf making  but 
because  of  the  uiihyi;!' nir  surround- 
ings and  the  fact  that,  the  workers 
made  hardly  enough  to  feed  them- 
selves properly  or  to  secura  sulAelsnt 
rest. 

At  the  present  time  the  garment 
workers  sre  largely  in  modern 
working  placee,  equipped  under  the 
beat  sanitary  conditions;  they  have 
shorter  working  bnurs  and  are  well 
paid  and  an  a  re.^ult  their  sickness 
and  death  rates  are  lower  than  those 
In  many  other  occupations.  A  care- 
ful Inveatigatlon  of  garment  workers 
In  New  York  showed  that  only 
1,099  out  of  lO.Mt  showed  any  lung 
Infaetlons  whatever.  Including  healed 
tuberculosis,  asthma  and  chronic 
bronchitis.

There  have  been  developed  various 
forms  ef  treatment  for  whooping- 
cough  which  have  been  claimed  as 
specifics,  but  thua  far  none  of  them 
have  been  proved  a  real  <uie  for  the 
dlaeaae  It  haa  been  stated  that  the 
chlnr  Inhalation.-*  shorten  the  dura- 
tion of  the  whooping,  that  various 
vaccines  are  of  valnn.  that  injoetlons 
of  ether  aad  varloiu  dmg  aadaHiM 
have  a  beneflelal  influenee.  The 
Interesting  fact  la  that  all  of  these 
methods  of  treatment  have  appar- 
ently had  marked  Influenee  in  cer- 
tain cases  while  falUng  utterly  in 
others.  The  physician  will  therefore 
treat  the  patient  aeeording  to  tha 
particular  eondltlena  that  he  may 
find  In  any  individual  ease.

There  la  an  element  In  British 
politics  which  still  shivers  at  4he 
breesy  assurance  of  "Colonials."  lU 
conception  of.  the  Kfludra  ^  ia  not 
much  superior  to  that  Illustrated  in 
th«  story  of  the  Bngllsh  Immigrants 
who  were  given  a  warm  Canadian 
welcome  and  a  subatsntlal  dinner 
In  a  municipality  whence  they  were 
to  be  diatributad  to  their  ralipaotlve 
loeatlena. 

"Pratty  decent  of  these  Oolonlats, 
treaUng  us  Ilka  this.  Isn't  It?"  said 
uno  to  hla  table  eompanlon. 

"Why  shouldn't  they?  Don't  we 
own  "em?"  was  the  reply. 

The  newer  generation  of  Brltlah 
statesmen  has  a  wider  knowledge  of 
the  British  Kmpire  and  a  dearer 
vision  of  Ita  futura.

Conaol  Mates  the  Kapirr 

The  constant  improvement  In 
methods,  meana  and  speed  of  com- 
munications, haa  done  much  to  con- 
solidate the  Empire  and  to  secure  its 
defence  without  traepaaslng  upon  the 
freedom  of  the  l>»mlnlana^  In  the 
daya  when  Britain  was  their  aole  de- 
fender, they  wera  .depand4nt  upon 
her  to  a  degree  that  eaplalna  much  of 
what  would  now  seem  to  be  arbitrary 
and  unwarranted  Interference  in 
their  afTalri.  The  Old  I.^nd  tbeti  had 
to  consider  what  II  could  do  pr.i.- 
ticaliy  alone,  the  modern  Ktnidre 
has  shown  th.ii  It  knows  how  tu 
help  to  guard  Itself  and  to  assist  tbe 
mother  of  all  Its  units.  And  It  might 
be  fairly  argued  that  the  keystone 
ef  the  modem  ■mitfrn  w«g  laid  at 
the  first  Colonial  Conference  of  1887. 

It  was  a  happy  thought  that  pre- 
ceeded  the  celebrations  njarklng  the 
Jubilee  of  Queen  Victoria's  reign  with 
a  conference  of  statesmen  from  the 
Colonise.  Primarily  for  the  dlacua- 
slon  of  defenalve  measure  that  con- 
ference developed  into  the  Imperial 
Cenfereneee  of  the  praasnt  day.  A 
glance  at  the  statea  rspwnsntad  Is  an 
object  leason  In  the  evolution  of  Um- 
pire. Canada  was  there  in  the  per* 
son  of  Sir  A.  Csmpbell,  K  r  M  O.. 
while  premiers  or  cabinet  ministers 
represented  Victoria.  .New  Houth 
Wales.  South  Australia,  Queensland, 
Western  Australia,  Tasmania,  New 
Zealand,  Newfoundland,  the  Cape  of 
Qood  Hope,  and  NaUl.  The  then 
separated  Australian  statee  are  now 
one  Commonwealth.  and^  South 
Afrhm  la  a  Union  anubmelng'tar  more 
territory  Ums  tha  Oaga  and  MnUl  oC 
1117. 

An  Impeoaslvo  Sight 
The  Confereaoe  opened  In  the 
Porelgn  Office  on  April  4,  That 
place  of  momentoua  gatherings  snd 
decisions  had  never  witneaaad  i  mere 
Impreeslve  ecene.  Sir  Henry  Hol- 
land. Colonial  Secretary,  presided, 
and  Lord  Salisbury,  BrUaln's  Prime 
Minister,  with  every  other  member  of 
the  cabinet,  large  delegations  from 
the  lyords  and  the  Commons,  and  a 
throng  of  other  distinguished  por- 
sonagea,  greeted  the  men  fram  war* 


Rmplre  travel  was  not  so  com- 
mon as  now.  On  both  sides  there 
was  keen  curiosity  aa  to  the  man- 
ner of  men  representing  the  home- 
land and  ihoae  ocroas  the  waters. 
But  when,  after  a  few  preliminaries, 
tMH  Matlabury  waa  ealled  to  speak. 
sU  etaa  waa  mowantar^ly  fhfgottan. 
with  tha  irnn  insttndt  of ' 
ship  he  smanthad  tha  path  far

By  orgnnlaatlon  asid  action  the 
spectacle  wonid  ha  praaantsfl  to  the 
world  of  a  vpst  Brapiro,  united  not 
hy  vlolen'-e  or  subjoatlpn.  but  by 
heariy  sysipethy  and  ao-operstlon  la 
the  high  objects  of  common  Interest 
open  ta  aa  Bmpira  siiah  as  oars."

SonM  wasps  make  mud  nosts: 
others  make  papar  aaaUu  .  Thoaa  that 
make  paper  nosts  are  hornets,  bush 
waspa  and  common  waapK  'he 
very  early  days  of  Spring  ><'u  mny 
often  sso  the  quecna  of  all  three  ape- 
flea  aearrhing  for  pluren  in  which  to 
build  their  huriTM.  Thn  bUHh  wasp 
Koes  to  the  fruit  bushes  and  makeii 
a  little  globular  neat  among  tho 
twlga;  the  hornet  chooaea  a  hollow 
tree  trunk;  and  the  common  waap 
iooka  out  tor  a  deserted  mouse  hole 
in  a  bank. 

These  queens  are  so  buay  that  they 
hardly  ever  uae  their  atings.  They 
have  an  tbV  wprlt  to  do,  for  at  Orst 
they  are  quite  alone.  They  have  the 
paper  to  make,  the  flrat  few  colls  to 
build,  and  the  egga  to  lay,  and  when 
the  egga  hatch  out  they  have  the 
trruba  to  feed.  It  la  not  till  the  flrst 
worker  wasps  appear  that  they  get 
nny  help.  But  after  that  they  spend 
all  their  time  ogg-laylng,  and  the 
workers  carry  on  the  labor  of  bulld> 
Ing  the  cells  and  feeding  tha  vmha/ 

.Hornets,  bush  waspa  and  ground 
or  common  waaps  all  make  praotio- 
ally  the  aame  sort  of  paper.  It  Is 
made  up  of  vegetable  fibres  and  Ilia- 
iiientn.  tulxAl  Into  a  pulp  with  the 
waap'M  .lallva.  Thla  anllva  U  a  very 
Kummy  aocretlon  In  the  wasp's 
mouth,  and  la  rather  llk<-  the  "allk" 
with  which  oaterpitlurs  make  their 
coeoons.  A  piece  of  ^  wasp  paper^ 
PWloi'  a  miseroscope,  -  gutters  and 
catohss  the  light,  and  the  ailky 
atranda  of  a  eateryuyir'a  eocoon  will 
do  proelaaly  the  aame  thing.  It  la  of 
a  treylsh-whlts  oolor,  and  any  dif- 
ferences In  the  appearance  of  the 
paper  are  caused  by  the  way  tha 
>vasp8  \\(*rV.  up  the  pellets  of  vege- 
tablft  pulp.  The  buah  wasp  lays  on 
bor  pellets  In  tiny  rolla.  the  enda  of 
whWh  dovetail  Irregularly  into  each 
other,  produilng  a  fsltod  mMur*. 
The  hornet  works  In  the  same  way, 
using  somewhat  larger  pelleta,  and 
Qilsltg  In  very  amatl  partlclsa  of 
aand.  The  queen  of  tha  common 
waaps  produces  a  beautiful  ahell 
pattern  on  her  paper  by  flattening 
out  the  pulp  after  she  haa  laid  It  on. 
I.Ike  the  hornet  and  the  bush  wasp, 
."he  r.irrles  the  scrap  of  pulp  In  her 
Tiiouth  nn<1  fastens  it  on  In  the  form 
of  a  tiny  roll,  but  she  »loes  not  leave 
II  like  thla.  She  goes  over  It  again, 
flattening  It  out,  making  It  extremely 
thin  and  fragile,  and  giving  It  a 
waved  appearance. 

1>e  nest  of  oaeh  wasp  |g  paaatif. 
That  of  the  homot  hangs  to  tha  side 
of  the  hollow  tree-trunk;  that  of  the 
bia^wasp  Is  suspended  from  a  twig 
er||v4'^*^'^  "'^'^  ^''a  common  wasp 
flxiaZtne  flrat  few  cells  of  her  neat  to 
the  roots  of  sonie  trea  growing  In  the 
I'linp.  '  Alfo  all  the  neata  are  more  or 
l'>ss»rt>und  In  shape.  The  envelopes 
<  rirlosliiK  the  tiny  cells  of  the  bUSh 
"asp  attain  this  globular  form  most 
pertactly,  iMcause  the  neat  hangs 
f rafc. 

Theae  outer  protecting  envelopes 
differ  m  stse  snd  shape  aeoordtng  to 
clraH^ataneae,  but  tha  cells  within 
ar^nlwaya  ssqulsltely  neat  and  well 
ma<a>  Tlioae  of  the  hornet  are  the 
Inrtesl.-  but  all  ara  formod  on  the 
f'.im*  plan,    and  ara    haaagnnal  in 

form. 

Ot»a  Rujnmer  a  busv  little  queen 
buah  wasp  came  Into  my  garden,  and, 
to  ««iy  great  surprlae.  left  the  fruit 
huahaa  alone  and  bagaa  ta  examine 
a  ahod  in  the  gaNtaN.  la  tha  Aad 
waM'«  numl>ar  of  paofclas  enaas,  and 
In  tha  top  of  ona  of  tHaat.  in  a 
COMMIT  ilM  bacaa  to  iMka  her 
nursery.   Vlrat  aha  made  a'amall  pad 

'I  lhe>  wood,  and  on  the  pad  she 
>  ilU  a  stalk.  At  the  end  of  the  atalk 
■  he  hunii  n  little  dl«r  anil  tinder  the 
disc  ahn  faahlonrtl  the  llrat  cells. 
Then  over  the  reiin  Khe  built  a  cover, 
like  aq  umbrella.  She  gradaallr 
tended  ihki  aavar  trndl  M  snataaad  nil 
tha  oi^la. 
It  la  not  an  easy  matter   to  aaa  a 


neet  of  the  common  waap,  for  she 

builds  underground.  But  at  tha  end 
of  the  Bummer,  whan  the  workers 
and  the  drones  are  dead  and  the 
queens  have  gone  to  nliep.  then  the 
nest  may  be  carefully  dug  up  It  is 
quite  eaay  to  And  tho  spot  where  a 
wasp's  nest  Is  made,  becauae  all 
through  the  Hummer  the  workers  are 
constantly  passing  out  of  the  small 
entrance  hole.  In  the  early  Wintar, 
about  October.  I  lyava  dug  out  the 
deserted  neat  of  a  ground  waap  and 
have  found  tha  bottom  oomb  atlU  full 
of  hungry  Uttla  waap  gruba. 

A  'Friendly  Fhwer 

In  speaking  last  week  of  .native 
flowers  that  could  be  transplanted, 
the  trllllum  or  wake  robin  was  over- 
looked. Jt  Is  a  lovely  flower  and  one 
of  the  traasuraa  moat  aagerly  aought 
after  Vy '  ahlidren  In  Springtime 
During  a  vlalt  to  New  Westminster 
last  Spring,  hundreds  of  these 
flowers  were  seen  growing  In  a  border 
bealdo  a  pretty  cottage.  There  w«'re 
primroses  und  violets,  jongulls  and 
violets,  too,  but  none  of  theae  were 
lovelier  than  the  white  flower  nest- 
ling in  the  deep  green  leavea  How 
tha  flowers  came  there  could  not  be 
learned,  but  surely  they  ware  as  happy 
as  tha  post  Wordawerth  eoald  have 
wtahed,  who  daeUired.  "Tla  my  be- 
lief that  every  flower  enjoys  the  air 
It  breathes  " 

Near  the  Atlantic  Coast  the  trll- 
llum la  a  much  smaller  flower,  but  it 
has  crimson  streaks  near  Its  heart  and 
little  follcs  who  are  fortunate  enough 
to  find  It,  call  It,  "The  Pride  of 
Canada."

This  means  a  broad- 
ened potaatlal  market  for  the  British - 
mad*  car  Of  that  type,  maaufaoturera 
of  which  are  reportod  aa  pre4aolat  at 
capacity. 

The  interesting  feature  of  this  situa- 
tion la  that  these  manufacturers,  who 
lack  the  facilities  for  quantity  produc- 
tion of  motors  at  low  cost  which  Is 
necessary  to  the  profitable  production 
of  a  low-priced  car,  ahow  a  decld<  d 
tendency  to  buy  motors  In  qua/itliy 
from  American  manufacturers. 

The  small  English  car,  notably  the 
two-seater,  is  meeting  a  deflnlte  de- 
mand la  B^plaad*  on  the  Coatlaeat. 
and  la  Botfth  Africa,  thla  demand 
has  added  impotoa  to  Bngllgh  manu* 
facture. 

French  inasufa.  turern  of  light,  low- 
priced  cars,  notably  the  Citroen,  have 
also  speeded  up  considerably  to  meet 
an  Increaaad  demand,  not  only  for 
French  conaumptloa  but  for  export  to 
SwitserhLiid  aad  SottUt  Africa  la  par- 
ticnlar, 

On  the  whole,  according  to  Mr. 
Angell.  Kuropean  Induirtrlat  conditions, 
as  related  to  the  automotlvn  Industry, 
inspire  considerable  confldence  In  the 
future.

groovea  and  ridges  '  In  thla  condi- 
tion It  beoomea  diaicuit  to  ahari>an  a 
tool  correctly.  The  surface  of  the 
wheel  also  hooaateo  glaaed  aad  filled 
with  partleles  of  motaL  whlah  da- 
uegaaaa  Ita  gniwdlng  ahimy  aa<  auaaa 
a  heating  of  the  work  belaff  sroand.

One  of  the  qualiflcationa  which  waa 
required  by  the  flovernment  waa  that 
the  concern  hIiouIiI  idiiipldo  one 
million  mllea  in  the  year.  Owing  to 
the  atrike  and  tha  delay  In  geitinK 
Rolnjir  uftcr  this  it  was  only  refpiired 
ti  ll  itif\  .should  cover  oiKht  hundred 
thuuHund  mile*  during  the  flrat  year 
and  when  the  laat  Napler-da  HavU- 
land  landed  at  Croydon  on  March  SI, 
826,710  had  actually  been  completed, 
which  le  the  equivalent  of  thirty-four 
times  round  the  world.

DENMARK  RECASTS 
ANCIENT  PENAL  CODE 


licaal  Practice  In  Voaue  for  Ccntnr- 
lea  Abollslied,  as  Also  Is  OAptUU 
Pnnlshnirnt* 


It  ia  not  often  that  a  nation  recasts 
its  entire  penal  coda,.  hBt  tha  naw  BUI 
of  Punlahmenta  that  la  to  ooma  lata 
effect  this  year  In  Denmark  marka 
Buoh  a  aweepiag  change.  It  aboliahaa 
legal  practloaa  that  have  been  in 
vogue  for  centuries  and  were  laat  rec- 
ognized In  the  eodlflad  paaiahBiaBta 
law  of  lfi6«. 

Not  only  ('<ipltal  punishment  passes 
out  of  leRal  exlatence  In  Denmark  — 
it  haa  not  hoen  enforced  for  thirty 
years  in  that  country — but  life  Im- 
pilsaameat  alao  ceases  under  tka  naw 
law  avan  to  ba  the  maadatery  aen- 
taaoa  for  first  daffraa  murdar.  It  must 
ba  Imposed  oaly  for  an  attempt  an  the 
life  of  the  sovereign.  In  all  athar 
cases  it  may  be  waived  at  the  diao^a- 
tion  of  the  judge.  The  longest  aen- 
tence  ha  '.in  Impose  Is  one  ot  eighteen 
years  for  all  other  r.'i.^ea. 

The  indetermln  itp  senirnce,  reatlng 
nn  the  aoclal  rehabilitation  of  the 
prlaoner,  which  for  soma  yeara  haa 
been  gaining  approval  among  modern 
penologlsU  In  America,  ia  fiTan  the 
full  farca  pf  Danlah  law.  \

New  ofTenBes  aK'ilnxt  the  law  now  de- 
arrlbe«l  as  rrlmes  are  "public  Incite- 
ment to  speculation"  yid  "tha  mak- 
Ina  of  laoitamant  to  arolvratlon  a 
bnainem." 

t*unl8hmant  is  abeUahed  for  breach 
of  matrimonial  fidelity.  Under  apaclal

The  KnKllah -npeaklng  people*,  aaya 
8tr  I'hillp.  Including  the  I'nltad 
States,  believed  that  the  world  waa 
settling  down  to  a  long  era  of  peace. 
War  waa  abominably  old-faahloned! 
It  waa  out  of  keeping  with  modem 
eivlllaatkNi  and  with  Ita  Inereaalag 
humanity,  deceaey,  reepeet  for  life, 
lack  of  cruelty  aad  general  comfort. 
The  world  had  reached  a  higher  ataga 
o^  human  brotherhood.  Had  not 
science  Itaetf  made  war  Impossible 
between  civilized  peoples?  The  flnan- 
clal  Interestfl  of  nations  were  too 
cloaely  Interwoven.  lylterature,  art, 
education,  Rood  miinnern  and  liberal 
Ideas  had  killed  the  very  thought  of 
war.  We  hid  got  beyond  the  L>ark 
Agea.*  *  *  80  Kngland  and  America 
thought,  or  among  those  who  did  not 
think,  felt— without  queetlon  or  aUa- 
giving. 

Then  the  w-ar  happened 

Idolized  Nation's  l-^1ghtcra 

We  are  reminded,  too,  how  wo 
Idollaed-  those  who  bore  the  brunt  of 
the  war  for  u»— how  we  declared 
that  Bothlag  waa  too  good  for  those 
'yeoBCimwn.  ^iriTMST  ptetMini  to 
t>e  reminded  of  promiaea  that  we 
have  not  kept.  Nor  la  It  plaaaant  to 
have  recalled  to  our  tnemurlea  the 
eagerneBH  with  which  we  Hwallowcd 
the  wildest  "atrocity  yarnH"  that  the 
seal  uf  thi-  propagandist  could  manu- 
facture r:vi'ii  the  pleasanter  memo- 
rlee,  auch  aa  that  of  the  flne  tolerance 
and  comradeahlp  in  which  mutually 
antagonlatie  raeee  aad  creedp  forgot 
their  own  dMtefeaeee  aad  fought 
aide  by  eMe  for  the  eommo»  good — 
even  theee  memortee  are  spoiled  by 
th9  recollection  of  how  quickly  we 
resumed  our  racial  and  religious 
prejudl'-eH  i<n<l  h^trsda  as  aOOfI  as 
peace  waa  declared. 

81r  Hhlllli>a  purpose  in  recalling 
these  memories  Is,  of  course,  to  per- 
suade us  to  taka  thought  for  the 
morrow,  guiding  ourselvea  by  the  ex- 
periences of  the  past  ten  yoarsw  He 
l>elleree,  as  do  many  others^  that  tbe 
world  la  headed  for  another  war  eren 
more  terrible  than  the  last,  unless 
we  uke  to  heart  aome  of  tha  lessona 
that  the  World  War  should  have 
taught  ua. 

"Treaty  of  Veogoance" 

Of  the  peace  of  VeraaiUea,  which 
he  conaldem  the  direct  cause  of  all 
the  troublaa  that  havo  beast  us  sinoo 
the  ead  of  tlie  war.

Justice  ^<mo 
mocked  and  out^'aged,  not  by  mtii 
of  evil,  but  by  good  men;  not  by  foul 
dealgn,  but  with  loyalty  to  national 
Intereata.  Something  blinded  them.  " 
Advocates  linaguo  of  Nationa 
It  is  quite  evident  that  Nir  rhIHp 
is  an  %dvocate  of  the  I.,eague  af  Na- 
tiona. He  calln  It  the  "one  institu- 
tion created  by  .the  peaceaaafcera 
which  held  out  a  promlae  of  a  better 
relatlonalUp  '  hotweea  aatleaa  thun 
that  of  military  aillaaoea  aad  ami<  .1 
foreea  divided  lato  an  oaeertaln  Bai 
ance  of  Power,"  and  he  oenalders  the 
failure  of  the  United  Statea  to  enter 
the  lA>ague  aa  "one  Of  the  great 
tragedlea  of  history."  But  he  does 
not,  like  ao  many  others  who  hold 
similar  opinlonii.  condemn  the 
American  people  for  fulling  to  take 
that  step.  He  underatanda  the  rea- 
sons which  led  the  majority  of 
Americans  to  oppose  entry  Into  the 
League,  and  while  he  reg^rde  these 
reaaona  aa  uaaovnd,  he  doee  net  eon- 
aider  them  to  be  ignoble  or  merely 
selflah.  In  thia,  aa  in  other  matters 
diacussed  in  the  book.  Sir  PhlUp 
shows  a  tolerance  and  a  wllltngnesfl 
to  consider  the  views  of  others  that 
la  quite  unuaual,  coming  aa  it  doea 
from  one  who  has  strong  oplalons 
and  feellnga  of  hla  own- 


Part  III  of  the  book  is  entitled 
"The  Present  Perils,"  and  In  it  the 
author  points  out  ii  few  of  the  pos- 
sible causes  of  future  trouble.  Klrat 
among  these  he  places  racial  pas- 
sions, polotlntc  out  that  these  are  aa 
rife  la-  Wsrope  hs  they  ever  were, 
or  more  ao.  £van  Russia,  he  tella 
ui  ia  "beooming  raee-conacioua 
again"  and  "thft  Soviet  Oovemment 
is  thinking  tar  more  riehilly  than 
communlatlcally." 

"The  Communistic  iiropagunda  (he 
tells  ua)  la  reaerved  nialnly  for  for- 
eign consumption,  in  order  to  create 
trouble  in  other  statea  and  especially 
to  weaken  thOae  countriea  which  are 
most  antagoalatio  to  the  Rumian 
form  of  government.  Men  like  Radek 
and  Tchlteherln.  whom  I  interviewed 
in  Moscow  at  the  time  of  famine, 
were  beginning  to  thtek  again  of  Rua- 
sia'aa  a  world  power.  All  their  talk 
waa  of  that.  They  are  Russians  be- 
fore they  are  C'ommunlats.  They  woul.l 
be  glad  to  see  n  world  revolution,  and 
their  agents  are  dolna  what  they  can 
to  provoke  it,  but  malniW  becauae 
they  aee  the  Slav  race  rising  above 
that  eoonomlo  ruin  and  taking  ad- 
vantage of  Ha  weakaeea." 

Not  a  Peoslmlat 

In  spite  of  the  gloomy  picture  he 
has  drawn,  8ir  I'hillp  Is  not  a  pessi- 
mist. Ha  believes  that  there  la  atlll 
hope  for  the  future,  and  he  baacs 
that  hope  chiefly  on  the  almoat  onl- 
veraal  hatred  of  war  that  now  exists 
among  thia  people  of  all  natioaa»  To 
this  he  lattrlbvtee  auch  advaneta  aa 
have  atfoady  been  made  in  tha  direc- 
tion of  world  peace— the  League  of 
Nations,  the  Conference  on  Naval 
I  Msarmament,  the  Dawes  plan.  ete.. 
ami  he  believes  Ihsit  more  reaulta  of 
It  .similar  nature  are  to  follow.  In 
nix  concluding  paragraphs,  he  says: 

"Ten  yeara  after  the  World  War 
cirltlsatlen  la  aMll  unsafe.  yoare 

after  the  great  sacrifice  of  youth 
peace  is  not  assured-  for  the  babes 
who  are  now  in  their  cradles.  But. 
ten  yaars  after,  there  la  the  beginning, 
at  last,  of  :i  world  opinion  rlalng  up 
against  the  war  maker.^.  eager  for 
some  new  form  of  International  law, 
determined  to  prevent  .mother  maa- 
sacre  of  \oijti»  manhood  by  the 
aclence  and  machinery  of  destruction, 
aware  of  the  evil  forcee  that  are 
working  for  new  conflict.  The  tidea 
of  hate  are  on  the  ebb  In  many  coun- 
tries. The  spirit  of  peaee  is  spread- 
ing, if  slowly.    It  is  the  hope  ahead. 

"Ten  yeara  after  let  ua  remember 
the  splendor  and  the  apirlt  of  the 
youth  that  died  for -Uhialp  jmt  yet
